Nevada County is probably the rich- 
est gold-bearing region of the State. Its 
quartz veins were the first developed, 
and have always made large returns, 
especially those of Grass Valley and 
Nevada City. The Idaho mine, in the 
former place, is probably among the 
most valuable and regular in returns on 
the coast. The Murchie mine, in the 
latter place, has been paying finely for 
near three years, though not pressed 
with the force of men at work equally 
with the Idaho. These are likely to 
hold out in their yield for years to come. 
Other mines in the region of these towns 
are appearing well. 

But the great wealth of the county, 
we think, lies in its immense quartz 
gravel deposits, which cannot be ex- 
hausted for scores of years. Taking 
these deposits along on the great chan- 
nels of ancient rivers to the northwest, 
then north, on east, round to the south, 
we should mention Nevada City, Ce- 
ment Hill, French Corral, Sweetland, 
San Juan, Cherokee, Badger Hill, Col- 
umbia Hill, North Bloomfield, Grizzly 
Hill, Red Dog, You Bet, Little York, to 
Dutch Flat. The amount of work done 
and to be done in these places, is beyond 
the belief of those unacquainted with 
the localities. One single tunnel has 
been blasted through solid rock near 
two miles and a half, at an expense of 
two million two hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Many other tunnels have been run, 
and more are to be, of which three or 
four must be more expensive than this. 
These tunnels are means for washing 
away miles of deep gravel deposits, some 
already near two hundred feet in depth. 
But what has been done is only a tithing 
of what isto be done. We believe the 
gold to be taken from these deposits can- 
not be less than one hundred and twenty 
millions of dollars, and it may be twice 
this. The work is going forward and is 
sure to continue till completed, though 
it may take three lifetimes to do it. 


With the development of the mines 
there is also a steady development of the 
agricultural and fruit-bearing resources 
of these higher foot-hills of the Sierra 
mountains. The time must come when 
these regions will be among the most 
attractive, if not really the most attract- 
ive, of all the farming sections of Cali.

fornia. The healthfulness of the climate, | 
the purity of the atmosphere, the excel- | 
lence of the water, the loveliness of the 
scenery, the romance of the grove-clad, 
rolling hills, the certainty of the crops, 
the variety of productions, the superior 
flavor of their diversified fruits, and the 
immense artificial improvements being 
realized, all tend to ensure this whole 
region becoming thickly settled and 
greatly prosperous, 

In educational and religious interests 
this county is the wie, in the mining 
regions. Everywhere are good public 
school-houses as numerously as needed, 
and manned by good teachers. Yet we 
heard in the smaller districts a severe 
complaint against the State Board of 
Education fur requiring so much of teach- 
rs, more than possibly could be needed 
in these schools, that it was difficult for 
them to get teachers, even at very high 
Salaries, Many excellent teachers, just 
such as met their wants, could not ob- 
tain the necessary certificate fur teach- 
ing. We believe there is real reason in 
this complaint, so that there ought to be 
Some discretionary powers granted Coun- 
ty Boards aside from the State Board.

These two large places, 
the very first, on every account, of all 
the towns in the mining regions, have 
each of them very prosperous Congrega- 
tional, Methodist, and Roman churches, 
together with fair Episcopal, Baptist, 
and African churches, all with good 
houses of worships and settled pastors, 
unless one of the last may now be desti- 
titute. Especially are both of these 
Congregational churches prospering un- 
der their young and able pastors. In 
Nevada the place of worship is always 
full and in the evenings usually crowded 
to listen to Rev. J. Sims, whose appro- 
priate delivery, and vigorous, orthodox 
truths, stated, illustrated, and proved, 
only as the true minister of the gospel 
can do, attract the large attendance and 
seem telling for great good. All debts 
have been paid off, and money raised 
for a fine, two-story, well located par- 
sonage. Thirty-seven new members 
have been added to the church during 
the year, mostly on profession of faith, 
though ten have been dismissed during 
the same time. The Sabbath-school is 
prosperous, numbering about one hun- 
dred and twenty, while the evening 
prayer-meetings are well attended. The 
general expectation is that besides the 
new parsonage the church also will be 
improved with an extension in front, 
with an appropriate spire added to 
their present brick structure. 


The Methodists have put their hands 
to a much needed improvement in mov- 
ing their church back, adding a front 
as a conference-room, and completing 
all with a fine spire. 

The Episcopalians have finished off 
their new, neat, and varied house of 
worship, begutifully located among no- 
ble locust tfees. 

The Cong. church in Grass Valley has 
from the Weginning had a succession of 
able pastors, while the people have been 
remarkably well united, and did well in 
the ministerial support; yet these pas- 
tors did not remain long. But in the 
circumstances of their present pastor, 
and of the people, it is hoped that the 
present union of church and minister 
will continue a score of years a blessing 
to all parties, and result in great ad. 
vancement of christianity in this region. 
The church and society have never 
seemed more prosperous than now, act- 
ing under their pastor, Rev. J. W. 
Brier, Jr. The congregations are always 
large and attentive, the Sabbath-school 
very prosperous, and the prayer-meet- 
inds largely attended, over thirty being 
present the evening we were there, and 
the time well improved. There have 
been added to this church some eight- 
een during the year, and others are ex- 
pected to unite at the next communion. 

The Methodists have finished off the 
most imposing church building in the 


place during the year, and furnished it | 


neatly inside. Still a heavy debt rests 
upon it, which they need to watch. 
Their congregations and Sabbath-schools 
are large and prosperous. The other 
churches are as year ago.

The Pacific Sunday-school Lesson 
Help. 


For Tag 18th. “‘The Five Thousand Fed.”’ 
Mark 6: 34-44. 


The four evangelists narrate what 
transpired in thislesson. (See Matt. 14: 
15-21, Luke 9: 12-17, and John 6: 
5-14.) Previous miracles help to illus- 
trate this. 1. God miraculously sup- 
plied the Israelites with quails and man- 
na, (Ex. 16: 11-15.) 2. In time of 
famine there was a widow in Zarephath, 
whose “ barrel of meal wasted not, 
neither did the cruse of oil fail, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord which he 
spake by Elijah.” (1 Kings 17: 8-16.) 
8. God enabled Elisha to multiply the 
oil of the Shunamite, so that she could 
pay her debts. (2 Kings 4: 1-7.) 4. 
Twenty loaves of bread and some corn 
was made to more than satisfy one hun- 
dred men. (2 Kings 4: 42-44.) 5. 


Subsegtent to this miracle Christ mirac- 
ulously fed four thousand people. (Mark 
The feeding ot the five thousand was 
an event which brings out a contrast 
with Herod’s feast, as narrated in the 


last lesson. We have in contrast: 
Herod and Christ ; the godless cath and 
the blessing upon the bread; drunken- 
ness and sobriety ; death and life; self- 
ishness and compassion; remorse and 
peace ; the spirit of hell and the spirit 
of heaven. 

V. 34, When he came out, i. e., from 
the boat. “ Having disembarked” (Af- 
ford) much people. John (6: 4) in- 
forms us that the feast of the Passover 
was near at hand. The great and un- 
usual multitude was on the way to Jer- 
usalem to celebrate the feast. The 
passover was celebrated in the month of 
April. 

Moved with compassion. All of 
Christ’s works were displays of his com- 
passion. His whole redemptive work 
was undertaken because he saw men 
‘as sheep not having a shepherd.” He 
is still compassionate. He pities each 
sinner. He loves and searches after the 
lost sheep and wayward lambs. He 
teaches, he feeds, he saves, because he is 
moved with compassion. 

Vs. 35 and 36, It was late in the 
afternoon. The multitude, in their haste 
to fullow Jesus out into the wilderness, 
had forgotten to supply themselves with 
food in the villages. The disciples be- 
gan to be uneasy. They were a good 
deal like Martha, disposed to think too 
much about the stomach and too little 
about the heart. 

Send them away. Let them take care 
of themselves! According to human 
wisdom this was the best thing that 
could be done, but they were disciples 
of Christ, and should have taken coun- 
sel of him instead of giving him advice. 


V. 37. Two hundred pennyworth; a 
round number in common use among 
the Jews. Possibly it was the amount 
that Judas had in the purse at the time. 
The penny, or denarius, as it was called, 
was a Roman silver coin current among 
the Jews. It was the customary price 
of a day’s labor. ‘‘ He agreed with the 
laborers for a penny a day and sent 
them into his vineyard.” (Matt, 20: 2.) 
A penny was equal in value to fourteen 
cents. |§ Two hundred pennyworth of 
bread would therefore be twenty-eight 
dollars’ worth. 


Give ye them to eat.” Wesay that 
men need the gospel and ought to listen 
to it. Christ says to us: Give ye them 
the gospel. We say to the hungry and 
naked: Depart and be ye warmed and 
and fed!

It is not 
necessary for us to go away from Jesus 
for any needed good. Many ask him 
for spiritual mercies, who forget to pray, 
“Give us this day our daily bread,” 
We need not go away from Christ for 
pleasures, recreations, or other blessings. 
All fullness is in him. , 

VY. 43. Each apostle seems to have 
had a traveling-hasket, and after the | 
feast each gathered his basket full of 
fragments. One reason for the gather- 
ing up of fragments was that nothing 
which Christ had provided might be 
wasted. Another may have been that 
the people might not have the opportn- 
nity of carrying the pieces away as 
relics. 

V.44. Five loaves of bread, so mul- 
tiplied by Christ that five thousand 
men, “ beside women and children,”

were amply supplied! This is the fact 
that we are called to consider. How it 
was done, eludes our inquiry. But @ 
was done. Four evangelists record the 
fact, and none of the thousands fed ever 
contradicted their statement.

“ Mr. Beecher evidently fails to see, 
what most other thinking people see, 
that the calamity which has overtaken 
him, and bids fair to cloud bis declining 
years, is the not unnatural result of his 
He has long held a theory, and has, we 
believe, honestly tried to live up to it, 
that it is man’s duty, as he expresses it, 
‘to look at the world as God looks at 
it,’ or, in other words, to govern him- 
self, in his dealings with his fellows, by 
inferences of his own as to the manner 
in which God would act under similar 
circumstances. 

* As his God is wholly love, and is no 
respecter of persons, attempts to imitate 
him result simply in the deliberate and 
systematic suppression of all discrimina- 
tion touching character and conduct, 
and the cultivation of a purely emo- 
tional theology, made up, not of opin- 
ions, but of sighs and tears and aspira- 
tions and unlimited good nature,

is after all little or no difference between 
Bishop Potter and Bill Tweed; why 
should we, his creatures, try to make 
any? As Christ associated freely with 
publicans and sinners, why should we 
attempt to indicate the existence of 
moral superiority on the part of one man 
over another ? 


** Moreover, since our religious life con- 
sists largely of expression — that is, the 
communication by one to another of 
what he or she feels about death and 
judgment—and in fact the church ex- 
ists for the promotion of this expression, 
ought we not to take each persons ac- 
count of his moral condition, and not 
look too nicely into the conduct of his 
life ? 

“We do not think we exaggerate 
when we say that Mr. Beecher has tried 
this system fully and faithfully in Brook- 
lyn, and we do not fear to add tliat the 
events of the last three months were not 
necessary to satisfy people of its failure. 

“‘It makes a state of society in which 
the self-respect of the honest, the manly, 
and pure-minded, is lowered and de- 
stroyed, and in which that of the foul, 
the unscrupulous, the shallow, the tricky, 
is raised and strengthened ; and in which 
the good, bad, and indifferent, by 
“ pooling ” their character, as the rail- 
road men say, produce a mass of cor- 
ruption, indecency, and vulgarity, which 
has to be periodically washed away by 


some such tempest as we are now wit- 
nessing.”’ 

This we believe to be the true account 
of the matter. It comes from an unex- 
pected source, and one likely to be par- 
ticularly free from prejudice in the 
premises. And yet, is not here the key 
that unlocks all the mystery there is 
about the matter? 

A wrong moral theory in the outset, 
followed, for the sake of originality, be- 
yond all ordinary reason and common 
sense, and ending in this appalling dis- 
aster ! 

There is a warning here for everybody, 
but especially for the countless crowd 
of Mr. Beecher’s imitators, and more 
particularly for those in the christian 
ministry. COM. 


Are Ministers Growing Worse? 


Since the Beecher Scandal—which 
seems to become more and more com- 
plicated from day to day—nearly every 
paper one takes up has some scandalous 
story wherein a preacher of the gospel 
is concerned. The Jersey City affair’ is 
creating great excitement there, and two 
or three other places East have their 
ministerial villain, and now Germany is 
groaning over a second Beecher affair 
in that portion of the world. Within 
the past few days, San Bernardino is 
weeping over the revelation that a cler- 
gyman in that town has ran away from 
his wife, as he learned that another 
wife was on her way from the East to 
claim him. We frequently hear the 
question asked, “ are clergymen retro- 
grading, or what is the matter?” We 
think that clergymen, as a class, are now 
just as strong for the right as ever. 
They have the same weaknesses and the 
same, degree of strength as ever, are 
just as liable to temptation as they have 
always been. Furthermore, they are no 
better and no worse than any other class 
of respectable men who intend to do right 
in this short and sometimes difficult 
journey of life. The Beecher affair 
turns the attention of the public more 
particularly to clergymen, and reporters 
use more license than a few months ago 
in speaking of them. All the slips made 
by ministers are now dealt out to the 
public with a liberal hand, and occa- 
sianally the newspaper writer, in order 
to create a sensation, invents harrowing 
stories with clergymen for the principal 
figures. While we have ever honored 
good men who strive to inculcate God’s 
word, we must say that there seems to 
be a movement of feeling among men 
toward what is called liberal ideas, and 
then churches seem to be thrown more 
into the hands of women, who have al- 
ways been considered more susceptible 
to religious influences. Consequently 
the pastor is thrown more among women 
than men, and naturally is more tempt- 
ed to stray into forbidden pastures thau 
if he dealt with men. This, we believe 
to be the secret of most of the scandal 
that have come to the surface regarding 
clergymen. From all the testimony ad- 
duced, it is the case with Beecher. Min- 
isters are no more likely to err than 
others placed under like temptations, 
and we think, considering the number 
of clergymen, they can as a class pre- 
sent a flattering record ; and the cases 
now being publishec should have no 
bearing upon those who are proving 
themselves honest and conscientious la- 
borers in the vineyard of the Lord-— 
Watsonville Pajaronian.

Tue and the God of the Bible 
ours; or the System of Religious Truth in 
Outline. By Samuel Lee. Boston: Lee & 
Shepard, 16mo., 285 pp. 

Samuel Lee was formerly a Congre- 
gational pastor at New Ipswich, N. H. 
He is still, for aught we know, a mem- 
ber of some association connected - with 
the Congregational body. Several years 
ago he published a book on “ Eschato- 
logy,”’ in which he broached ideas quite 
at variance with the usual teaching in 
his denomination. In the present vol- 
ume he shows still greater divergence. 
Some of these divergences are indicated 
as follows: “The Garden of Eden was 
prepared by a local upheaval in six literal 
days.” The history of Adam and Eve 
is an allegory. When “ deep sleep” is 
spoken of in the account of Adan, it is 
meant he was deeply in love! Adam 
and Eve “fell” into the same arms of 
love from which they fell out. For the 
most part men were not, until Christ, 
under moral government. That is the 
same as saying they were “without God.” 
The dead, before Christ, passed into 
Hades, and were there, good and bad 
together, much as in this world. When 
Christ came he established moral gov- 
ernment, that is, “the Kingdem of 
Heaven,” over the living and the dead. 
His gospel was preached to both. It is 
preached to the dead, and they have 
their probation continued. Eternal pun- 
ishment is supported by false arguments 
from scripture. Christ was a man in 
* moral union” with God. The church is 
not an organized body and has no 
power of discipline. Even the divine 
government is moral, and penalty does 
not belong to it. 

Such views as these are a “ system.” 
So the author insists. But if there were 
no other system, the moral world would 
fall to pieces. 


Hans AnpERSEN.—A_ note from 
Hans Christian Andersen to his friend 
Mr. Horace E. Scudder, says the ven- 
ing Mail, gives pleasant tidings of im- 
proved health. He writes, 24th July : 
“Tam again, God be praised, almost 
well, and in my old good spirits ; every 
day I gain in strength. For eight long 
months I was, as you know, very sick, 
and it was doubtful if I could live, but 
now I am quite another man. The 


- fresh country life, the warm sunshine, 


and the kind care and sympathy given 
to me, have been my best medicine.” 
For half a year, he adds, he has not put 
pen to paper; but with his new strength 
and hope he looks forward eagerly to 
writing more stories. 


Taytor Lewis anp Biavvett.—Dr. 
Blauvelt has made for some time past 
a stir over what he considers the impor- 
tance of Christian Apology. He is hav- 
ing, just now, a “‘difference” with Prof. 
Lewis. We quote from Dr. Lewis’ Jast 
communication: ‘“ By so much as one 
admits the supernatural he is outside of 
science.” If ‘Prof. Lewis thinks other- 
wise.” says Dr. Blauvelt, “let him ven- 
ture to test that opinion”’; or, to give it 
in Dr. B.’s favorite metaphorical lan- 
guage, let him attempt to “ construct 
the craft” necessary for that purpose, as 
built according to the old modes of na- 
val architecture—that is, “‘ from any ma- 
terials” of former “biblical scholar- 
ship,” and “ he will see how long his 
wooden vessel will keep afloat beneath 
the guns of Strauss and Baur and other 
anti-Christian cruisers.”” A terrible chal, 
lenge this; but I havea very easy way of 
keeping out of the range of this awful 
artillery. How? By dodging, Dr. Blauvelt 
may say. Not at all. It is simply 
done by ignoring, until proved, this 
whole argument of the impossibility of 
the supernatural ; just as Dr. Blauvelt 
silently ignores some of the grandest 
points of the Christian reason. ‘* By so 
much,” says Renan,“ as one admits the 
supernatural he is outside of science.” 
Very well ; there is plenty of room out- 
side of science, if by the term is meant 
physical science. Let us turn this terri- 
ble gun the other way : By so much as 
one admits nothing but physical science 
alone he is outside of the supernatural, 
outside of theology, outside of metaphys- 
ics, outside of any belief in God and 
necessary truth, outside of religion. An 
awful predicament, indeed ; but one ex- 
communication is surely as valid as the 
other. Does Dr. Blauvelt, in the “ con- 
struction” of his argumentative “ craft,” 
know no better than to cling to that al- 
ready fast-waning “ positive philoso- 
phy,” so-called, which makes sense and 


Nature all? Why, even Herbert Spen- 


cer is giving that up. He, is compelled 
to go “outside of science,” thus under. 
stood, outside of Nature, to get the ulti- 
mate reasons of things, as is so well 
shown by his able antagonist, Mr. 
Bowne. 


TALMAGE on PRINcETON THEOLOGY. 
—In a review of John Miller’s “ Fetich 


| which together amounted to something 


in Theology,” the Christian at Work 
says: Dr. Hodge has never imagined 
himself to be infallible. He is as mod- 
est as he is honest. He loves truth as 
he loves his own life. He is entitled to 
the tenderest and most considerate cour- 
tesy. We honor him, and do not like to 
see him denied honor. We dislike 
the salient features of his theology, and 
would like to see them demolished. We 
believe Princeton Theology to be a dog- 
matic Fetich in some respects, and 
would be glad to have it restored to the 
Reformed type ; but Mr. Miller has used 
the sledge hammer when he should have 
borrowed sunlight. 


LEARNED Misery 1N GERMANY.— 
Appleton’s Journal translates from a 
Leipsic journal the following narrative 
of sad interest : Some ten months ago, 
a@rich patron of the sciences and the 
arts, of Berlin, offered prizes of two hun- 
dred thalers (about one hundred and for- 
ty dollars each) for the best essays on 
the history of the middle ages, astronc- 
my, geology, poetry, and metaphysics ; 
and five hundred thalers each for the 
best romance and the best poem. A 
committee formed of members of sever- 
al university faculties was to award the 
prizes. A short time ago the awards 
were made in the * Gewandhaus,” (a 
large and beautiful hall in Leipsic, fa- 
mous on account of the concerts given 
in it). The competition for the prizes 
was large, and many of the essayists had 
done good work. The names of the 
writers were inclosed in sealed envelopes, 
on the outsides of which fictitious names 
were inscribed. The prize for the essay 
on metaphysics was awarded to a young 
man named Max Markmann, who had 
chosen for his theme Rant’s “ Antinom- 
ten der reinen Vernunft,” and had sent 
in his essay under the name of “ Hans 
Wildenstein.” When Dr. Schmidt, af- 
ter opening the cover, called out the 
name of Markmann, a pale, poorly clad, 
exceedingly wretched looking young 
man stepped forward, and was saluted 
with a hearty round of applause. His 
hair was thin and already sprinkled 
with gray, and his whole appearance ex- 
cited the sympathy of the audience. 
After receiving his prize, he quietly re- 
turned to his seat. The astronomical 
essay considered the movements and 
changes of the Sternennebdel,(nebulz) with 
especial regard to the grosse Nebel (great 
nebula) in Orion. Here, too, the author 
was found to be Max Markmann. This 
announcement was received with a 
storm of applause, while he came for- 
ward and received his prize, looking 
more melancholy and exhausted than 
before. The next essay was devoted to a 
review of certain historical works. 
Again Markmann was the recipient of 
the prwe, and the spectacle was repeat- 
ed in awarding the other prizes. The 
excitement among the students present 
knew no bounds ; a little more 
and they wouldhave borne him off 
in triumph. The prize poem was also 
from his pen. In the natural delicacy 
of the language it reminded one of Ro- 
quette, while the thoughts would have 
done honor to a Shakespeare or a Goe- 
the. The prize-romance, “ The Village 
Schoolmaster,” Berthold Auerbach, 
who was one of the committee, pronounc- 
ed one of the most gracefully written 
stories he had ever read. The author 
was no other than Max Markmann. 
This was the last prize awarded ; but 
hardly had the fortunate competitor 
arisen to go to and receive it when he 
fell fainting to the floor. A death-like 
stillness reigned in the hall, while they 
carried the poor young man into an ad- 
joining room, where the physicians suc- 
ceeded in restoring him to consciousness, 
but that was all, for four hours after- 
ward he was a corpse. His death was 
the result of long years of deprivation ; 
he literally starved to death. He 
who succumbed in the hour of his tri- 
umph, had lived fur several years in a 
miserable chamberin an out-of-the-way 
street,and had eked out a miserable 
existence by giving lessons in the mod- 
ern languages, and nearly all the other 
liberal branches of learning. His room 
contained unfinished models of remarka- 
ble mechanical apparatuses, a broken 
chair, and piles of manuscript, among 
which were letters from some of the 
most distinguished men in Europe. 
He had for months been kept alive al- 
most solely by the fire of his genius, 
and in spite of every deprivation, he had 
labored on untiringly to win the prizes, 


more than two thousand thalers. Then 
when the day came, weak from hunger, 
he dragged himself to the ‘‘ Gewand- 
haus,” to receive them all, and—to die. 
Is there in the history of labor and gen- 
ius, and their reward, another episode so 
sad ?

The excellence is noted in the gallery of 
art, and in the display of home-made 
furniture. Everything is well kept: there 
there is no confusion. 
We are informed that one Saturday 
‘there were 23,000 different persons in 
the building, but probably not more 
than one-half at any one time.

At the recent meeting of the Califor- 
nia Prison Commission, “‘ Messrs. Camp- 
-bell, James Woodworth, and Robert 
‘Burling were appointed a committee to 
report upon the best means for meeting 
and correcting the evils likely to arise 
from so many of our boys growing up 
without proper parental care. Beehring, 
‘the general agent, reported that he had 
‘during the past quarter held over 700 
interviews with prisoners, and extended 
~counsel and advice to 272. He has sup- 
plied 22 with legal documents, secured 
the release of 19, and mitigation of pun- 


-4ghment for 14. He has furnished board 


-and lodging to 52, clothing to 4, money 
in small sums to 84, and means for 
leaving the city to34. He has received 
‘121 visits from discharged prisoners, 


~visited the city prison 76 times, the 


‘county jail 31 times, the State Prison 4 
times, and had written 47 letters—most- 
ly on behalf of prisoners. A great in- 
-crease of crime is reported. The num- 
ber of prisoners in our different penal 
“institutions is fearfully large: In the 


«ity prison, 127; county jail, 337, be- 


sides the Chinese women recently placed 
there. The State Prison contains 975 


. prisoners. Religious services are now 


held at the jail every Sabbath. The 


-report from the State Prison as to the 
conduct of the men is excellent.”

“to repress vicious instincts, and to di- 


minish the amount of crime among us.. 


The Rev. G. J. Mingens was for a 
time, some years ago,a good worker 
and preacher in this city. In an ad- 
dress lately delivered at Tarrytown, New 
York, he stated, on the authority of the 


pastor of one of the most flourishing 
city churches, that nine-tenths of his 
church membership during a pastorate 
of forty years had been secured through 
the Sunday-school of the church. He 
also said that statistics showed that | 
not one out of five hundred men became 
criminals after the age of twenty-one 
years, and that not one woman out of one 
thousand was lost after the age of eigh- 
teen years. What a comment is this on 
the overshadowing importance of early 
training, of home instraction,.and of the 
strictest care of the young. And what 
an encouragement it is to all who are 
engaged in the Sunday-school work, in 
city and country. How plainly this 
tells us, by inference, the proximate 
causes of what is known among us as 
hoodlumism. If the older people were 
all right we should have little trouble 
with the younger. 


President Grant is disposed to do 
something to quell the disturbances in 
certain parts of the Southern States 
which have grown out of the friction 
between the races. For this he is to be 
comntfended. The difficulties should be 
met at once and vigorously, and all acts 
of violence- severely punished. The 
outrages committed in Tennessee are 
but specimens of the reckless slaughter- 
ing that will occur if difficulties between 
whites and blacks are allowed to make 
head. Each party there had got the 
impression that the other was organized 
and armed for an hour of extermina- 
tion. We have no proof that this was 
true, but the dread of it was enough to 
cause @ universal excitement and to 
lead to the worst kind of reprisals. In 
most places the whites are much the | 
stronger in resources, and their for- 
bearance is particularly called for in 
these times. 


From one of our contemporaries we 
glean the following facts. Before long 
we presume the magnificent new struc- 
ture corner of Fifth and Mission streets 
will be occupied by this successful gov- 
ernment institution. The establishment 
will then become one of the wonders of 
the city, to be visited by_all who can 
gain admission. ‘‘ The coinage of the 
United States Mint in this city last 
month was $4,320,000, of which $4,120,- 
000 was in double eagles, $191,000 in 
trade dollars, and $9,000 in half dollars. 
In the corresponding month last year 
the amount was $2,131,000. Since the 
redpening of the Mint, July 7th, the 
coinage has been $6,629,000, of which 
$4,180,000 was in double eagles, $50,. 
000 in eagles, $35,000 in half eagles, 
$349,000 in trade dollars, and $15,000 
in half dollars. The work for the two 
months is actually $1,629,000 in excess 
of the annual capacity of the Mint as 
originally constructed. The coins turned 
out since the Ist of last January are: 
Double eagles, $15,240,000; eagles, 
$50,000; half eagles, $35,000; trade 
dollars, $1,767,000; half dollars $158,- 
000 ; quarter dollars, $98,000; dimes, 
$24,000. Total, $17,372,000 (exclusive, 
of half dimes.) A clear gain of $4,000,. 
000 as against the same time last year. 
The Mint is now at work on trade dol- 
lars. The introduction of this coin into 
the China and Japan markets has been 
attended with success, and the demand 
bas been in excess of the supply from 
the commencement. It is understood 
that there is now $500,000 in bullion in 
the Mint to be converted into trade 
dollars. 


The Napa Gazette says: “The esti- 
mated hight of Mount St. Helena is be- 
tween 4500 and 4800 feet above the 
level of the sea. Standing on its sum- 
mit, the observer will see on the moun- 
tain’s eastern flank four lateral fissure | 
veins or ledges running north and south, 
having each a variation of about 16 de- 
grees, The uppermost ledge is near the 
summit, and the others range below it at 
a distance of between 400 and 800 feet 
apart. We may here mention two 
points of resemblance between the St. 
Helena indications and those of the 
Comstock ledge en Mount Davidson. 
Both lodes run north and south with a 
variation of about 16 degrees, and both 
are comparatively near the summit cf 
the respective mountains on which they 
are located. The lower of these four 
ledges is but a stone’s throw up the 
mountain from the toll-house, and is 
about 3,400 feet above the sea level. 
This is at present the center of attrac- 
tion, for it is here that important work 
is being done. None of the other 
ledges have been worked to any extent. 
Here the Calistoga Mining Company i is 
located. The ore from this mine has 
been subjected to many and disinterested 
assays, and the results show a quality 
ranging from $50 to $3,200 in gold and 
silver per ton. There has been expend- 
ed on this mine in the way of develop- 
ment about $18,000. * * * #* * 
The first discovery of the existence of 
silver in the St. Helena mountain was 


made May 6th, 1873. When the) fact 
was announced, however, instead of cre- 
ating a sensation it became a general 
subject of good-humored ridicule.” We 
were among those who were not san- 
guine about the discoveries mentioned. 
Nor are we even now very well assured. 
That bits of rock have been found which 
assay well may be true. But the trou- 
ble is to find rock in masses that will 
yield gold and silver abundantly. We 
want to see those masses. 


Away down on the delta of the Dan- 
ube is the town of Sulina, which, ac- 


cording to a descripticn in an English 


paper, reminds one, in part, of what San 
Francisco used to be. The correspond- 
ent says: ‘“‘ Sulina itself, with its two 
splendid piers, lighthouses, and harbor, 
is the creation of the Danube Commis- 
sion. It is a desperately ugly little 
place, and I am told by the elite of its 
society, appallingly dull. Its population 
may be backed. for heterogeneousness 
against that of any other town of its 
size in Europe, being composed of Little 
Russians, Lipovans, Turks, Greeks, Ger- 
mans, Italians, Dalmatians, Bulgarians, 
Romans, and Jews. It possesses a Brits 
ish church, but no chaplain; a hand- 
some Commission House ; a Konak em- 
inently characteristic of Turkey-in-Eu- 
rope, being only half built, and that half 
not paid for, although left with its very 
scaffolding standing still around it; 
Greek and Catholic churches ; a mosque; 
innumerable ship chandlers and work- 
shops, and no place of amusement what- 
ever. The:whole interest of the place 
is concentrated in the commission works ; 
and the inhabitants live on shipping, 
grain, coal, and fisheries. Sulina im- 
pressed me as being at the end of the 
world—a little further eastward, and 
surely we should tumble over the edge 
into space. It has a forlorn, fragment- 
ary, chaotic aspect. True, plenty of 
shipping lines the river banks, but the 
smant screw steamers and handsome 
clippers look strangely out of keeping 
with the wretched sheds and miserable 
shanties in which the Sulinese live and 
transact their business.” 


One of the Worthies. 


Inthe New York Lvening Post of 
July 14th is thisobituary notice. “ Mr. 
Joseph Battell, whose death in Brooklyn 
was announced recently, was a man of 
whom some things may now prop- 
erly be said to which his habitual and 
fastidious reserve would have for- 
bidden any reference during his life. In 
the business circles with which he was 
associated during a long commercial life 
he was constantly recognized as a mer- 
chant of rare industry and sagacity, and 
of the most scrupulous integrity, who 
had well deserved the signal success 
which he had reached. But it may be 
doubted if even those who knew him 
best as a business man were always 
aware of the extent and variety of his lit- 
erary attainments, of the accuracy of his 
knowledge on a wide range of subjects, 
of his delicate and and discriminating 
literary taste. Born in Norfolk, Conn., 
in 1806, he was graduated at Middle- 


bury College, in Vermont, in 1823, at: 


the age of 17 years, ranking second in 
a class of which Professor Conant, the 
eminent biblical scholar and critic, was 
the valedictorian, He made himself 
master of the French, German, and 
Spanish languages soon after leaving 
college, at a time when the study of 
the last two especially was rare in this 
country, and he was through life a dili- 
gent and appreciative student of the 
best English literature. Influenced, 
probably, by the example and the wish- 
es of his father, he early engaged in busi- 
ness asa merchant, finding a congenial 
associate in the late Thomas Eggleston, 
with whom his partnership continued, in 
unbroken mutual confidence and regard, 
until the death of Mr. Eggleston, But 
his interest in literature never ceased, 

although with characteristic and un- 
scrupulous reserve he allowed it to ap- 
pear only to those intimate with Him. 

One who had been his minister for years 
did not learn until near the end of them, 
and then by chance, that when Mr. Bat- 
tell followed the reading of the Scrip- 
tures, Sunday by Sunday, it was with 
his eye on the Greek of the Septuagint, 
or the New Testament, and not upon the 
English translation. Courteous in tem- 
per, courteous in demeanor, original in 
thought, abundant in witty and humor- 
ous anecdote, he added to the charm of 
every social circle in which he was famil- 
iar. Shrewdin judgment, energetic in 
expression, genial in feeling, the force 
of his strong individuality gave zest and 
piquancy to his conversation. As & 
presiding officer, too,in meetings for de- 
liberation or for the transaction of busi- 
ness, he was always distinguished for the 
grace and dignity with which he perform- 
ed the duties of the office. Born of the 

genuine Paritan stock, Mr. Battell was 
through life a firm believer in the evan- 


gelical doctrines in which he had been 
trained, a careful and attentive attend- 
ant on public worship, a liberal support- 
er of religious institutions and charities, 
Besides large gifts to institutions of 
learning, like Yale College, he aided 
liberally other objects of public impor- 
tance, and kindly contributed to the 
succor of many who willlong remem- 
ber and greatly miss his timely benefac- 
tions. Mostof all, his sisters and broth- 
ers, to whom, after his father’s death, he 
was @ constant counsellor and friend, 
have had reason to trust him with all 
their hearts, and will have reason to 
mourn his departure from them while 
life continues. He died on Wednesday, 
the 19th of July, with a settled tranquil 
trust in God, an unreserved submission 
to His will, and in earnest avowal of 
his sole reliance upon the Lord Jesus 
Christ for that salvation for which he 
hoped.” Shall we have, by-and-by,

Week-Day Lecture, 


BY THE REV. A. L. STONE, D.D. 
Wednesday Eve., Sept. 2d, 1874. 


The test of godly sorrow for sin is 
that the penitent thoroughly clear him- 
self of the evil thing. We have fre- 
quent confessions to make of wrong-do- 
ing. In our better moments, when we 
are searched more deeply by truth and 
the Spirit, when7we are made tender by 
affliction, when we are gladdened by 
some new great mercy, we call up many 
passages of our daily life with self-re- 
proach and shame. Perhaps we never 
offer our evening prayer without the 
acknowledgment not only of having 
“left undone the things which we 
ought to have done,” but of having 
“done the things which we ought not 
to have done.” Probably we never ap- 
proach the sacramental table without 
the conviction that we are unfit to 
touch the sacred emblems with such de- 
filed hands as ours. 


If now, after having told our sin to 
God and besought forgiveness, our con- 
science become dulled again, our watch- 
fulness drowsy, and we go right back 
and commit the same offenses over 
again, have we any right to feel that our 
penitence was true and genuine? What 
ought we to think of ourselves when we 
find that our confessions are becoming 
stereotyped, and that the sins for which 
we ask pardon to-day are precisely the 
sins committed and confessed yesterday, 
and for many a day in the past! Can 
God hear such prayers and accept such 
a penitent? Is not this a repentance 
that needs to be repented of? 


There is but one way for a true peni- 
tent to deal with the wrong which he 
confesses ; it is to clear himself of it at 
once and forever. I am not demanding 
that a christian should make one stride 
to absolute perfection ; that he should 
reach maturity ina day. I know that 
it takes many @ season for full spiritual 
growth. We begin with spiritual in- 
fancy, and the next stage is not man- 
hood but childhood ; a child isa reason- 
able being, but the reasoning faculty is 
weak and unpracticed. It cannot trace 
back conclusions to their premises, or 
follow out causes to their effects. The 


| instincts of prudence and caution are 


there, but as yet only partially developed. 
The little one leans from the open win- 
dow without keeping guard against that 
law of gravitation that may dash him 
to the ground. He tottles out into the 
street, where the cars are rolling and 
harnessed horses are dashing to and fro, 
and where strong men are in peril of 
limb and |jfe, without fearing any catas- 
trophe to his weakness. His knowledge 
of the natural world in which fie lives 
is very rudimentary. He cannot tell the 
evening star from his evening lamp. 
He has yet to exercise and train the 
muscles of his body and the faculties of 
his mind. He has all the elements of 
adult manhood in him, but they exist as 
yet in an embryonic state. 
not chide him for minding childish 
things while he is only a child. It will 
be years before he will have passed them 
away. Just so it is with a spiritual be- 
ginner. He will creep before he walks, 
and walk before he runs, and his run- 
ning will ke with wavering steps till his 
musclés get hardnesss and certainty. Of 
course the spiritual in him will 
be weak and partial, through many a 
reach of this early discipline. . I do not 
mean that a man can shake himself clear 
of imperfection and immaturity by a 
single motion. Faith and humility and

weak and faltering. Time, cuiture, 
growth, will be needed to make these 
round and robust. So that it may well 
be that a christian’s daily prayers will 
have daily infirmities to confess, and no 
earnestness of devotion can anticipate 
and supersede the occasions and minis- 
tries of growth that yet lie before him.’ 

But when we speak of some discovered 
evil, of positive sin and wrong, we have 
a right to say that with the conscious- 
ness and confession of it, it must be at 
once discarded and forsaken. At the 
hour of prayer a christian’s thought goes 
back to some practices of his life which 
he cannot justify to his conscience and 
his God. There is some feeling which 
he has entertained towards another 
which he now sees and knows to be con- 
trary to the spirit of love ; there is some 
advantage which has been taken of an- 
other which he sees to be shameful and 
unworthy; there is some worldly pas- 
sion of pride or ambition, or jealousy or 
revenge, to whose promptings he has 
yielded ; and bending at the throne of 


astray. After such a discovery and his 
anguished cry for forgiveness, shall he 
carelessly go back and walk in the same 
mire on the next day’s journey ? 

Nay, but there must be a “ clearirg,” 
prompt, effectual, final. Our conviction 
of guilt must not be superficial and 
transient. It must be deep, thorough, and 
abiding. We must go to the bottom of 
the mischief. We must be willing to 


ness, in its darkest coloring, and take 
upon our heart its sharpest condemna- 
tion. We must be willing to be over- 
whelmed with the shame and anguish. 

Then we must apply afresh to the 
blood of Christ to wash away the foul 
stain. No hasty and wordy confession 
will avail. Only that atoning and 
cleansing element can make us clean. 
And when we go to Jesus and ask him 
to open his veins again on our behalf, 
and pour forth the crimson drops of bis 
heart, it will help us forswear the evil 
whose removal is so costly, and guard 
against its repetition. 

And if the wrong committed has been 
to the injury of any fellow mortal, we 


} must make amends and restitution, if it 


be in our power. We must go down 
upon our knees, upon our face if need 
be, and crave forgiveness of the brother 
against whom we hgve erred. Such 
‘humiliation will help us to a keener 
watch in time to come. 

Then we must lay hands upon our- 
selves. We must do violence to our- 
selves to exscind the unruly propensity. 
There must be no compromise with the 
appetite or its indulgence. We must 
realize in our sharp experience the stren- 
uous demand of the scripture, “If thy 
right hand offend thee, cut it off ;” “if 
| thy right eye offend, pluck it oug!” No 
matter what the pain or the mutilation, 
we must at any suffering separate our- 
selves from the evil. 

If there be any consciousness of wrong 
doing on your spirit to-night see what 
you have to do; not only to confess as 
usual and then repeat the trespass, but 
by resolute excision to lop off the of- 
fense and go henceforth maimed all your 
days rather than renew the transgres- 
sion. Nothing less than this attests the 
exercise of ‘‘ Godly sorrow.”

The Chinese 
pouring in on us in such multitudes must 
be saved, or they will seriously injure 
us. Thank God, they can be saved.”

One has 
read through the Four Books—a task 
which has not been achieved by all of 
the sterner sex—and has thus qualified 
herself for high-class instruction, An- 
other has commenced a Roman ortho- 
graphy, to save the poor from needing 
to learn the Chinese characters before 
they can read the Scriptures. Others 
speak the language with remarkable 
fluency and elegance. Others have be- 
gun writing Christian books needed in 
their work. Of the whole number two 
have become married, one to a 
merchant—and she is lost to missionary 
work—the other to a missionary at an- 
other station, where she engages in mis- 
sion labors more efficiently than before. 
One is dead, (Mrs. Bridgeman,) leaving 
behind a fair name for devotedness and 
zeal such as have not been excelled in 
China. Sickness or approaching old age 
have taken back two to their native 
country. The rest are ail now engaged 
in schools, classes, cottage meetings, 
studying, administering medicine, (one

A company has been formed at Los Angeles 
to build a railroad from that place to a point 
some fifteen miles west of San Pedro. It is the 
intention to build the road without delay. The 
project includes a wharf at the terminus, extend- 
ing into deep water. 


The work on the Seattle and Walla Walla 
Railroad is progressing finely, eighty men being 
constantly at work. Ina short time the trestle- 
work necessary near Black River, aud a bridge 
over that stream, will be constructed, and prep- 
arations made to lay ties. 


The Colorado River Hemp Company are ob- 
taining letters for their colony in Sonora, Mex- 
ico, where they prepare the wild hemp for mar- 
ket, which sells readily at $120 to $150 per ton. 
Every settler is granted tnree leagues of land by 
the Mexican Government. 


The Yolo “Mail” says that the wheat yield 
of Yolo county will amount to something over 
69,000 tons. The farmers find themselves much 
better off after thrashing than they anticipat- 
ed and the grain is the largest and plumpest ever 
seen. Most of the grain is being stored. 


2,000 tons of steel rails are to be laid this 
-Fall on the line of the Central Pacific Railroad 
between Truckee and Colfax, over the Sierra 
Nevadas, where the wear of iron rails at present 
used is very great. ‘The durability of steel rails 
much more thun makes up for their cost. 


Herman & Co., of this city, forwarded to the 
East a car-load of hops raised on Merkley’s and 
another from Flint’s ranch, both near Sacramen- 
to. They are consigned toS. & F. Uhlmann, 
New York, and constitute, so far as we are 
aware, the first large shipment of the season. 


An item worth knowing is, that the only life 
companies now authorized to do new business in 
this State, are the New England Mutual, Union 
Mutual, Pacific Mutual, and Republic Life. All | 
the rest of the companies have withdrawn, and 
will in future do no new business in this State. 


The damage done by the shoppors to the 
western crops isimmense. It is estimated that 
the damage done to the harvests of Iowa and 
Minnesota during the present year will run up 
to millions. The damage done to the former 
State is estimated at $2,000,000, and to the lat- 
ter $3,000,000. 


A potato is on exhibition in Merced, grown 
on Rogan’s ranch, a few miles above Merced 
on Bear Creek. It weighs four and a half 
pounds, and it is the firm opinion of many who 
are competent to judge, that had it been left in 
the ground until it had attained its full growth, 
it would have weighed considerable more. 


The San Lorenzo Flume Company are mak- 
ing good progress on their flume, which will 
extend by easy curves from their timber lands on 
San Lorenzo Creek, 30 miles to Santa Cruz. 
The flume will be triangular, thus providing 
against stoppage. The cost of hauling lumber 
and firewood to the coast will be reduced 50 per 
cent. 


The tremendous powers of water are nowhere 
more wonderfully illustrated than in the sub- 
lime canyons of our far western States and Ter- 
ritories. ‘There is the great canyon of Colorado 
for instance, 293 miles long, and with sides ris- 
ing perpendicular by toa height of from 5,000 to 
6,000 feet. All this vast incision was cut by the 
waters in their mighty course through the hard- 
est rock. 


The sugar cases in which the Bay City Refin- 
ery and Falkner, Bell & Co., of San Francisco, 
are principally interested, and which were ap- 
pealed from San Francisco to the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington, have been decided in 
favor ofthe Government. ‘The decision invol- 
ves $200,000 customs duties, which will be col- 
lected by the Government. The case has been 
pending for two years.

A movement is on foot to 
make up the disputed $2,500 by subscription 
in the vicinity. 

Another American mining scandal has got in- 
to the English courts. It is alleged against the 
defendants that they became purchasers of cer- 
tain American mines, afterwards called tue Ru 
by mines, for £40,000, and that they then con- 
spired together to induce the public to purchase 
them at the enormously advanced price of £285,- 
000. With that view a company was formed, 
with a capital of £425,000, in 32,500 shares of 
£10 each, and sold them all.

The ‘“ News” 
claims that the farmers would save, through re- 
duced rates, halfa million dollars annually by 
building the Antioch road. ,

goats, and that they take well to locations where 
other domesticated animals would perish with 
starvation ; that in fact, the desolate, craggy

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Progress of our Coast. 


[[From the California Reporter.) 
We are glad to chronicle an export 
movement in barley, the crop of which in 


this State is uncommonly large. 500 tons 
have already been loaded, and 2,000 tons 
more are expected to be shipped very soon. 


The arrivals at San Francisco from the 
Pacific, Atlantic and foreign ports, during 
the first 28 days of August, number 35 


ships, 17 barks, 2 brigs and 4 schooners. 
These vessels represent 50,000 tons. 


It is generally conceded that two of 
the Sugar refineries in this city will be 
closed, leaving all the business to the Bay 
and California refineries. It is expected 
that the largely increased supply of Beet 
Sugar in this market, estimated at 7,000,- 
000 pounds will serve to prevent any ma- 
terial rise in prices. 

We learn that there has recently been 
held inthis city, a large yet private gather- 
ing of fruit-growers from various parts of 


the State, of whom it is supposed that 
many are Grangers. The proceedings have 
not yet been made public, but itis under- 
stood that they related especially to the 
protection of their own interests as raisers 
of fruit. 

The Omnibus Railroad Company have 
commenced to issue transfer tickets, on 
which persons may be passed from either 
of their routes to any line running near the 
Mechanics Fair. This is an excellent ar- 
rangement, and we hope that it will be 
adopted by all others, so that a person can 
visit this interesting exhibition from any 
part of the city for one fare. 


At the United States Mint in this city, 
the coinage for the month of August was 
the largest ever effected, amounting to $4,- 


320,000, of which $4,120,000 was in Double 
Eagles, $191,000, in Trade Dollars and $9,- 
ooo in Half Eagles. Last year the coin- 
age in the corresponding month was §$2,; 
131,000. The introductionof Trade Dol- 
lars into China and Japan has been attended 
with great success from the commence- 
ment. 


A new description of car has been placed 
on the Sutter street railroad in this, citys 
having an arrangement by which the body 


of the car is made to revolve, leaving the 
wheels at rest on the rails, and dispensing 
with a turn-table. It accommodates 14 
persons, and has been named the balloon 
car. Passengers drop ‘their fare in a box. 
These cars are run for the present on the 
Larkin street route connected with the 
Mission street line. One of them is on 
exhibition at the Mechanics Fair. 


The “Oakland Transcript” speaks very 
highly of the new sweeping dredge invented by 
R. C. Ball of that city, which recently dredged 


out the bar at the mouth of the San Antonio 
Creek. It says: Undoubtedly, there has never 
been any such dredging work done in this 
State to equal that which this dredge did at the 
last of the work on the bar. 


The “Sutter Banner’ wants a beet sugar 
factory erected in Yuba City. In an article on 
Marysville, it says: Marysville is the proper 
site for the inland trading center of northern 
California. It is now the fifth city in the 
State, and reaching out at an encouraging rate. 
What Marysville now requires is a railroad 
connecting her with Colusa and the Coast 
Range, and a few more manufactories. 


The “San Luis Obispo Tribune” states 
that the Water Works Company at that 
place are manufacturing their own pipe to in- 


troduce water into the village, and that the 
pipes are to be sheet iron, prepared on either 
side by a coating of asphaltum, the metal por- 
tions of sufficient thickness _ to sustain a pressure 
of 160 feet. ‘The saving over cast iron will be 
very great.——Also, the largest bridge neces- 
sary to be built on the San Luis Obispo rail- 
road is now about completed. It is fifty feet 
high and one hundred feet long. 


The “Kern;County Courier ” desires persons 
to engage in the orange culture in that county, 
and concludes. Like all other fruit trees that 


have been tried here they would grow unusually 
fast, and come into bearing very quickly. 
It was not supposed, until 1852, that the orange 
would grow in Los Angeles, which is now em- 
bowered in its groves. ‘Then a man came 
forward who had the courage to try the ex- 
periment. Here is a warmer, sunnier clime, 
and advantageous in other respects. It is hardly 
possible, we think, that the adaptability of this 
valley to semitropical frait culture can fail 
much longer to attract the attention of men of 
the proper perseverance and energy. 


The‘‘Napa Reporter ” advocates the con- 
struction of a road from the Geysers to some 
point on the County road and State: A 
road can be constructed over Cobb mountain 


that will be only eight miles in length, with a 
grade not to exceed ten feet to the hundred. 
Four miles of this road would be in Sonoma 
county, which might very reasonably be asked 
to contribute towards an enterprise that would 
help her as much as Lake. This road, it is 
believed, can be built for from $400 to $600 
per mile, and once constructed, would bring 
during the season, at least one thousand peo- 
ple into the county, either to ride on her steam- 
ers on the lake, or to visit some of her many 
watering places. 


The “ San Rafael Herald,” thus speaks of the 
North Pacific Coast Railroad: The work 
on the Narrow Gauge Railroad is progress- 
ing favorably, and from the present indica- 
tions the track will be laid through from Sau- 
celito to Tomales by the first of November next. 
There isa distance of nine miles not yet com-’ 
pleted, but it is estimated by the 15th of Octo- 
ver all grading will be finished. The piling 
and bridge work on the line west commenced 
on Monday last; the timber is nearly all at 
Tomales Bay, arriving at the rate of two ves- 
sel loads per week. The hardest grading on | 
the line—for four miles this side of the town of 
Tomales—is completed; and the grading is 
finished to Murphy's Point. 


The “San Mateo Gazette” givesa full des- 
cription of the tunnel just commenced on the 
northern side of Mussel Rock on the coast, and 
Concludes : The tunnel through the four points 
aggregates some four hundred feet. The 
road will be a free one, but to be used only as a 
Carriage drive. It is expected to have the tun- 
nel complete by the first of January next. 
Those who have ridden out to the Cliff House, 
and on the beach this side, know what asplen- 
did drive there is for seven miles. There is a 
"oad running to the beach, free, from the San 


iguel Station. Once through Mussel Rock 
“re is an unbroken stretch of beach to San 


The “Foot Hill Tidings,” of Grass. Valley, 
has in its last issue an elaborate article concer- 
ning the quartz and gravel mines of Nevada 


County, describing the extensive tunnels, 
ditches and other improvements going on, and 
showing very favorable results and ts 
of the Idaho Quartz Mines: The Idaho shaft 
now going down for its 900-foot level, is en- 
countering splendid ore, as or better than 
any point above. Truly, the Idaho, with its 
five or six years’ supply of good milling ore in 
sight and more comming, may be said to be a 
great mine. The following item is from the 
same source: Shipping fruit over the moun- 
tains has already begun here. Wm. George, 
the pioneer shipper from Grass Valley, sent 
one hundred boxes over to Washoe country 
this week, and regular shipments are to follow. 


The editor of the “‘ Santa Barbara Express ” 
writes as follows, from Grafton, San Bernar- 
dino County: Thirteen years ago, Mr. H. 


Crafts, formerly of Detroit, Michigan, the 
owner of this 800 acre farm, found this a tree- 
less waste, green with grass through the rainy 
season, dry, hot, and dreary in}summer, and un- 
dertook to reclaim it with this flowing moun- 
tain stream. His success is a marvel. Sur- 
rounded by 30 or 40 acres of large orchard 
and forest trees which he himself has planted 
(except forest trees along the stream), with 
large vineyards, and wheat, barley, and corn 
fields beyond, he has completely. changed the 
face ofnature on his farm, and demonstrated 
what can be done by many thousands of idle 
acres in all the valleys in thiscountry, and 
along the foot-hills, where ever water can be 
found, either fromthe mountain streams or ar- 
tesian wells. ; 


The following items are from the Anaheim 
“Southern Californian.” Work is now in 


active progress upon the section of the Ana-, 
heim Branch of the Southern Pacific Railway, 
lying between Los Nietos and this place; and 
within a period of ninety days at the outside, 
Anahein and the section of country to the 
north and west will be placed thereby in close 
connection with Wilmington. Our residents 
will have the choice of two routes to the sea, 
and should business exigencies prevent the 
farmer or the merchant from awaiting his 
chance to ship by the cheaper route—Anaheim 
Landing—-he can always avail himself of the 
railroad passing his door.——In Mr. Olden’s 
can be seen a small branch of hop vine having 
upon it one hundred and twenty-eight bolls. 
This splendid specimen was raised on the 
plantation of J. B. Raine. This gentleman 
hasa large force at work picking, and feels 
greatly elated at the success with which his ex- 
perience has been rewarded. 


The “ Antioch Ledger ” contains this item 
showing the value of irrigation: The farmers 


in the vicinity of Point Timber have been at 
considerable expense to dig a canal to carry 
the surplus waters of the Kellogg creek to the 
tule lands, lest damage should be sustained by 
overflow of the upper land. Last Winter, 
despite every precaution taken to keep the 
water in the artificial channel, it broke over 
the bank in jone place and partially irrigated 
several acres of land bordering on the channel, 
which has been sown to grain. The result 
was that the land thus accidentally irrigated 
returned a yield to the farmer of 40 bushels of 
wheat to the acre, while the adjoining portion 
of the field, carefully shielded from the over- 
flow, yielded five bushels per acre. This is 
always the result of irrigation, and yet men, 
yes, farmers, are to be found all over these 
dry, burning plains, who will tell you that it ‘is 
impossible to increase the products of the farm 
by a system of irrigation. 


The San Jacinto Homestead Association 
owns 8,000 acres of excellent farming lands, 


which can be easily and thoroughly irrigated 
from the Santa Ana river. The area isalmost 
a level valley, and the soil is exceedingly fer- 
tile and will produce an abundant crop of 
small grain, besides growing all the semi-- 
tropical fruits of Southern California. The 
valley is to be divided into farms ‘ranging in 
size from twenty to one hundred and sixty 
acres, as the purchaser may desire. The line 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad passes within 
about twelve miles of the tract. ‘The slope of 
the land is about six feet from where the water 
will be taken from the river to the point where 
it will be again restored, a fall just about suffi- 
cient for irrigating purposes, and not so much 
as to wash in the rainy season. In the new 
town of San Fernando, a colony of forty 
families has secured 15,000 acres of good grain 
land, and will plant the entire area in barley 
next winter. Mr. Carreras is about to start 
an olive refinery in Los Angeles. 


We select from the “Los Angeles 
Herald” the ‘following ‘interesting infor- 


mation: Three years ago, a few miles west 
of Los Angeles, a Mr. Bland bored a well 
striking water ata depth of about fifty feet. 
He irrigated, cultivated bis ground, and was 
favored with paying crops of grain, besides 
starting an orchard and keeping it in a flurish - 
ing condition. He now has a fine property 
with a commodious house and barn, a Wilcox 
Lifter for irrigating purposes, and altogether 
one of the most pleasant places in the country. 
Some years ago he planted a row of pepper 
trees for a fence along a part of his line, and 
those treeshave grown and flourished almost 
without irrigation, not receiving over a gallon 
apiece in a season. A novelty is raised on the 
place in the shape of an Egyptian corn, which 
is excellently adapted to feed for fowls. The 
grain grows in a large head, andis a kind of 
cross between our wheat and Indian corn. 
There are thousands of acres lying waste in 
our county, which, with good wells bored upon 
them at a slight expense, can be made as_pro- 
ductive as the farm of Mr. Bland. 


The “San Jose Mercury,”in an _ elabor- 


ate article, illustrates the superior qualities 


of a separator recently invented and con- 
structed by S. Pelton of this city, which 


in one day threshed 5,758 bushels of wheat 


in the most pérfect manner, with less than 100 
pounds of waste. It concludes as follows: ‘The 
machine was run by a 9x12 Ames engine, and 
was fed with the Jackson self-feeder with two 
grain-carriers. Hitherto, speed in threshing 
has been attained only by a correspondent 
decrease of profit, but in this instance the 
the portion has been just the reverse, the 
profit increasing with the increased 

. A careful estimate of the cost 
of harvesting and threshing Mr. Horg’s 
crop shows an expense of but five to one-tenth 
cents per bushel, including feed of horses and 
board and wages of hands employed. This, 
we believe, makes the operation not only the 
fastest threshing, but also the cheapest (in- 
cluding harvesting.) that has ever been per- 
formed, and it seems still cheaper when we 
take into consideration the fact that under the 
old system, the wastage in threshing is suffi- 
cient to pay the entire cost of harvesting and 
threshing under the new method.

The Financial Situation. 


The condition of business in Caiifornia_ 
was never before so satisfactory. Thedays 
ofinflation are past, and steady prices in all 
Staple articles are now the rule—prices 
which afford a fair but not an exorbitant 
profit. It costs now no more to live in San 
Francisco than in Chicago, and wages are 
equally high. One great difficulty which 
has so long retarded the progress of this 
State, viz: the insufficient settlement of the 
agricultural districts, is becoming rapidly 
obviated by the large immigration, whichis 
mainly from the producing classes. The 
various manufacturing enterprises in this 
city and the interior are yielding a fair pro- 
fit to their owners, and have diminished 
the price of many articles formerly import- 
ed from the Atlantic coast. 

The demand for money for ordinary pur- 
poses has steadily declined, owing to the 
increased prosperity of persons of moder- 
ate means, who now do business mainly on 
their own capital, without such heavy loans 
as were formerly necessary, and could only 
be obtained at high rates. The decline has 
reduced the rate of interest to an average 
of nine per cent., with large loans at eight 
per cent., and this reduction has encourag- 
ed the mechanics to invest in land in this 
city, and-erect comfortable homes thereon, 
or to purchase those already built. The 
Savings Banks have shown a commendable 
willingness to make loans on the install- 
ment plan and otherwise, upon such prop- 
erty, as an inducement to parties to build 
or purchase. 

A significant indication of general pros- 
perity is seen in the superior character of 
the dwellings now being erected in this 
city, in Oakland and other suburbs, and in 
the State at large, as wellas in the much 
greater number than during any previous 
year in the last decade. The market for 
real estate is lively, and transactions large, 
without any extreme advance in prices. 
There is now no inducement for thé east- 
ern capitalist or business man to make a 
fortune in a few months, but only a fair re- 
ward to enterprise and labor, and the priv- 
ilege of living in some one of the variety 
of climates in which this State abounds, 
free from the severity of an eastern winter. 

Several of the Spanish grants which 
have been held in immense tracts, to the 
exclusion of settlers, are this year divided 
into fair-sized farms, and sold at rates 
which farmers can afford to pay. The farm- 
ers generally are favored with fine crops, 
this year surpassing all others, and through 
the organizations of the Grangers, the 
wheat ring has been broken, and the farm- 
ers can either sell or store their grain, or 
ship it on their own account, at their option. 
The fact that they are able to store it with- 
out financial ruin, is itself excellent evi- 
dence that their destinies are no longer con- 
trolled by Friedlander. The mania for 
speculating in stocks has so greatly dimin- 
ished, that the expected immense inflation 
in value this season could not occur, and 
the money usually lost in the reaction 
rom such excitements has been saved 
through investments in safer channels. 
Through the use of improved machinery, 
and more economical management, the 
mining regions are being worked with 
greater success than in former years, and 
the uncertainty attending this branch of in- 
dustry has been generally lessened. 

A new era is thus dawning for California. 
There is yet much to accomplish, but the 
means seem to be. within our reach, and 
there is a strong disposition to use them ; 
while the general tendency is away from 
reckless speculation, toward outlays that 
promise certainties of moderate reward. 
Thus, one by one the impediments to the 
equal and substantial growth of California 
are removed, and eastern culture can here 
join hands with western enterprise, assured 
of the health, prosperity'and progress of the 
Golden State.—California Reporter. 


Idle Words. 


If a man kindle a fire in his neighbor’s house 
through mere carelessness, or poison his well, or 
suffer his cattle to stray into his neighbor’s 


it would be a poor excuse to urge on his behalf 
that he meant no harm. Sach carelessness 
would be felt to show a very high degree of 
criminality. And idle words are frequently 
like sparks of fire thrown at random, or poison 
suffered to leak into our neighbor's well. They 
frequently do far more harm than words 
spoken under the temptation of strong feeling, 
or with the express design of injuring or offend- 
ing. Against an open enemy I am on my 
guard. I can seta watch upon my premises, 
and defend myself against him. But if I have 
a friend or acquaintance who comes and goes 
as he pleases, who in mere wantonness or care- 
lessness drops a lighted match among the 
stubble, no watchfulness can guard against sach 
an evil. If I know that a man is my enemy 
and is trying to injure me, I am not so com- 
pletely at his mercy. If he brings against me 
a false accusation, I know how to meet it. I 
know too that his declared enmity will rob his 
words of half the power to injure me with 
others. But there is no meeting, no refuting 
idle words. They are like poison which can- 
not be detected, like fire that smoulders secretly. 


Wer Boorts.—A friend writes from Europe : 
What an amount of discomfort wet boots 
entail, to be sure; and how well we recall the 
fretful efforts we have now and then made to 
draw on a pair of hard-baked ones which 
were put by the fire over night todry. Damp 
and adhesive within, they are without stiff and 
unyielding as horn. Once on, they are a sort 
of modern stocks, destructive of all comfort, 
and entirely demoralizing to the temper... The 
following simple device will save much trouble : 
When the boots are taken off, fill them quite 
fall of dry oats. This grain has a great fond- 
nees for damp, and will rapidly absorb the 
last vestige of it from the wet leather. As it 
takes up the moisture, it swells and fills the 
boot with a tightly-fitting last, keeping its 
form good, and drying the leather without 
hardening it. In the morning shake out the 
oats, and hang them in a bag near the fire to 
dry, ready for the next wet night ; draw on the 
boots, and go happily about the day’s work.
